The Officers of this Territory carry on systematic work in more 
than two hundred villages, and within a radius of ten miles from Nager- 
coil we can find thirty village Corps. 

Here we are at Headquarters, and just round the corner are the 
Training Homes, whose Cadets you see lined up near those clumps of 
bamboo, radiant with, smiles of welcome. 

Now, pull yourselves together, and climb down as gracefully as may 
be , with those cramped limbs! Our first duty is a bath— that absolute- 
ly needful sequel to all Indian travel— then chhota, hazri (little break- 
■fast),. 

An Officers' and Cadets' Council is the first item on our programme;; 
and this over, we tuck our feet under us in native style, and discuss a 
meal or rice and curry. To-day the curry will be composed of vege- 
table and chicken; but you need not feel extravagant, for "We can buy a 
full-sized bowl for eight cents, and these have been brought as gifts. 

After a little rest we accompany (Major) Dr. Turner to the Catherine 
Booth. Hospital, which, stands within a mile of Headquarters. Did you 
ever hear how this Army Medical work caniie into being? If not. you 
will like to do so, for it is undoubtedly one of the most interesting 
aspects of our Social Work in India. It sprang out of one Officer's 
passion — one can call it nothing else — ^for the healing art, and has 
grown with, maryellous swiftness. 

Brigadier Harry Andrews, of Nagercoil, with but six months' ex- 
perience of dispensing at the London Hospital, turned his bath-room 
and a shelf of bottles into a dispensary. The people came from far and 
near for the "magic medicine" and cooling lotions he supplied.

Another Earthquake at Messina. 



Only six months ago a territle 
eiiithquake la'd waste over a score 
of cities and towns in Calabria, and 
killed 200,000 people, and now an- 
other shake has occurred, this time, 
fortunately, not attendeii with much 
loss of life. The population number- 
ing 25,000, were panic-stricken, and 
speedily sought refuge in the open. 
Concerning the shock, the report 
eays; — , 

The broken walls of the old ru'ns 
were thrown to ' the ground, and 
' Messina was for a few minutes 
smothered in a cloud of dust. .The 
casualties were few, and it is believ- 
ed, after a hasty search of the new 
ruins, no one was kl'.led. A woman 
and her child were buried in a mass 
of wreckage, but soldiers and police 
succeeded in rescuing the ch'Jd, and 
it is thought that the woman, too, is 
alive, although she has not yet been 
uncovered. Several persons were 
struck by detached stones, but so 
far as is known, no one was fatally 
injured. 

The first shock was foVowed 
quickly by a second and people fled 
..jiell-niell , to the American quarter, 
'which tliey seemed to feel was the 
safest place of refuge.

Big Fire at Cobalt 

A destructive fitv3 recently swept 
over Cobalt, wiping out that portion 
of the town known as French town. 
Thef fire orig-rnjated from an over- 
heated stove in a restaurant conduct- 
ed by a Chinaman, and leaped from 
house to house, fanned by the strong 
breeze, until over half a mile of 
street, crowded with flimsy stores 
and buildings, was destroyed. About 
2,000 people were rendered homeless 
Before the ashes were cold a com- 
mittee of relief had been organised, 
and men, women and children were 
being brought in out of the rain. To 
all who des- red it, tea, coffee and 
sandwiches were provided in the 
Opera House. 

The Nipissing Mining Company, 
■who own all the land over which 
the fire raged, will not allow indis- 
criminate building aga'n, if they' per 
mit it at -aU. The houses have long 
been a hindrance to prospecting 
and at any rate, no building will be 
allowed until the lots have been sur- 
veyed, and wider streets and better 
fire protection assured.

Britain's ftighty NavT. 



A great review of the Home and 
Atlant'c fleets was recently held at 
Spithea,d, in honour of the Empire 
Press delegates. In all 144 war- 
ships were assemb'ed.' including 
seven b?ttleships of the ■ Dread- 
nought type, eight battleships of the 
King Edward VII. type, four cruiser 
squadrons, torpedo craft, and sub- 
marines. During the progress of the 
"Volcano" — the ship on which the 
viators were — ;through the' IJnes oC 
warships, the Invincibles came in tor 
a large share of attention, and the 
Natal, like the larger ships named 
af'.er the Dominions, ; e'iclted inter- 
esting comments from the Colonial 
guests. After the battlesh'ps and 
cruisers, the submarines attracted 
most attention When the signal was 
given for the submarines to advance, 
nine of these vessels,, of the "C" 
class, came down the wateriway be- 
tween the columns froin the west- 
ward. Those in advance were in 
cruising trim, travelling on the siir- 
face; then a second divis-on for.ow- 
ed .■11 diving trim, with only tJie con- 
ning tower above water. The third 



group were wholly submerged, with 
their periscopes alone showing, and 
as they passed within a distance of 
thirty or forty yards, these vessels 
gave ail exhibition of their diving 
powers, Th's display was succeed- 
ed by that of the destroyers, which 
followed on at considerable speed, 
each ship in fighting trim, with offi- 
cers and men at their stations, both 
guns iind torpedo tubes in readi- 
ness. Keeping exee'leut station in 
I ne ahead, the boats approached un- 
til just' when the leading destroyer 
was abreast of the ship at a distance 
of a little more than a hundred 
yards, a bright flash fi'oni her tube 
and a splash in the water, showed 
that a torpedo had been discharged. 
Its path could easily be distinguish- 
ed as it passed beneath the surface 
by the' 'air bubbles, and, coming 
straight for the Dreadnought, it was 
in a ie'w seconds entangled in the 
net of steel which had been put out 
on that side of the vessel, and in 
which it hung, the Holmes Hght in 
the (lummy head burning fitfully in 
the water. It was a magnificent dis- 
play 6[ the might of Brita'ai's navy.

Trouble i*' being caused on the 
borders of Lake Michigan by shift- 
ing sand dunes. The dunes are 
forlned by th«j on-shore winds, -which 
ewefepi the beach sand, beyond the 
reach of the -Waves. The sand ac- 
cumulates In lo-w rnounds about any 
obstructions, such as stoiies or 
bushes; . thus started,' the dune is 
sufficient causae/ for its own growth. 
The wind keeps piling the sand ■ up 
from behind, the dune grows and 
the sand on its crest is blown over 
to the leeward side of the mount, so 
that the dunes gradually march in- 
land. On the east s'Se of Lake 
Michigan the dry winds have heaped 
up- numbers of dunes, ranging in 
height up to two hundred feet. In 
Indiana ' the dunes havcnloved- in- 
]lan^ across a forested _.-area, burying

Many will speak of the dear Brig- 
adier's care for and kindness to the 
poor and unfortunate.

It was In the yeiir 18S2 that lie left 
Britain's great metropolis to seek his 
fortune over the seas. He was then 
a godless youth, and. as is ihe case 
with most . yomig men of this de- 
scription, had no higher ideal than 
to please himself and to got on well 
lu the world, Having no trade, and 
no profession, he had perforce ,to 
turn his hand to auy job that came 
along, and thus, during the next few 
years he gained exper ence at a 
surprising varie'y of employments, 
from packing pork to building rail- 
ways.

From NewCound'.and Adjutant and 
Mrs. Turpin. went to St. John, N. "B.;

Ofhcer. To put It in another way, 
when he packed pork, he packed 
pork, and thought of nothing else buf 
that one job: when he laid rails, he 
laid rails, auij forgot all about pork 
for the time be'ng; and so. when hi.? 
energies were turned into other 
channels, he manifested the sams 
wholeheartedness, and the same 
adaptability, devoting himse'f to one 
thing at a time, thoroughly mastering 
the duties of the hour, and thus suc- 
ceeding. The power to thus couceu- 
trare his ener.gies upon one particu- 
lar set of diit'es, and then, when the 
time came to drop them all and take 
\il) uuother set in a similar fashion. 
Is, no doubt, the secret of the use- 
ful service Major Turjiin has rend- 
ered to The Army. He is a flrm be- 
liever in tlic proverb that. "He who 
follows two hares, is sure to catcli 
neither'' and ao he perseveringly 
follows after the one — and catches 
it. 

His career thus, might well iilu.s- 
(rate the saying that, "A one talent 
man who decides upon a . definite 
object, accomplishes niore than the 
ten talent man who scatters his en- 
erg'e.s and never knows exactly what 
he will do." 

"Scientists estimate that there is 
energy enough in less than fifry 
acres of sunshine to run all ths 
machinery in the world, of it could 
be concentrated," says Orison Swett 
Harden, "But the sun might blaze 
out upon the earth for ever without 
setting anything on fire; although 
these rays focussed by a burning 
glass, would melt solid granite, or 
even change a diamond into vapour. 
There are plenty of men who have 
ability enough; the rays of their 
facnlfes, taken sewaratie'y, are, aU 
right, but they are powerless to col- 
lect them, to bring them all to bear 
upon a single spot. Versatile mesj.. 
universal geniuses, are usua'ly weak, 
because they have no power to con- 
centrate their talents upon one point, 
and this malces all the difference 
between success and failure." 

The Major is evidently, a believ- 
er in the focuss'hg policy, .and when 
given any task to do, he loses no. 
time in eo'lecting the rays of his 
faculties and bringing them all to 
bear upon the one little spot in The 
Army where he is expected to shine. 

We congratulate Major and Mrs. 
Turpin on the'.'r promotion, and hope 
they ■will long continue to be bright 
and shining lights in The Army firm- 
ament.

CHAPTER V. 

"This One Thing I Do." 

I would like to say that I be'.ieve 
the first essential in making a suc- 
cess in life is to [lave an unwavering 
aim. 

This is not a secret, or applicable 
only to the Lord's work. We see it 
exempUfled everywhere, and in all 
wa'ks of life. It was said of our 
Gfeneral that he was a man of one 
idea. That was. in" fact, quite true. 
His one purpose was to make the 
world a better place to live in and 
ensure Heaven to those who knew 
not Jesus. What a purpose! What 
a noble idea! and one could press 
the subject further and remind one's 
readers of what a great German 
writer says, "The important thing in 
life is to have a great aim, and to 
Ijossess the aptitude and persever- 
ance to attain it." And someone 
else has said, "He who foUows two 
hares is sure to catch neither.'' 

A great purpose lias worked mir- 
acles. It has clianged the' foce of 
the world. We see it proven all 
through history. Think of the story 
of Roman history, or of France un- 
der Napoleon. A man with only one 
ta'enti definitely given up to his 
object, will accomplish move than a 
man with ten w-ho scatters his ener^ 
gies.. ■ ; ■ 

Chiselled upon the tomb of ■ a 
brokenhearted king, Joseph the Sec- 
ond of Anstri-a, In the Royal ceme- 
tery at Vienna, a traveller says, is 
this epitaph: "Here lies a Monarch, 
who, with the best of intentions, 
never carried out a single plan." 

Professor Henry, the great clieni- 
ist. was often laughed at by an 
acciuaintance when, as an obscure 
young man, he gave hinraelf to the 
carrying out of one idea, but he 
said, "I have learned that, i£ I want 
to make a lireach, I must keep my 
guns ■continually on one point." He 
used to study by th^ light of n pine 
knot in a log cabin, but the day 
caxne when he demonstrated in elec- 
tro-maanetlsm before English earls, 
and subsecpiently he became the 
head of one of the largest scientific 
Institutes in the I'nited States. 

"It is the sing'e aim that wins." 
"It Is impossible,"^ an officer once 
said to Napoleon. "Impossible";" 
wias' his reply. "Impossible is the ad- 
jective of fools." 

Emerson says: "The hero is the 
man who is vinmovabiy centred." 
"Storm may howl around him, 
Foes may hurt and v.-onrtd him. 
Shall they overpower thee'? 
Nevefj never, never." 
Concentration. — This thought fol- 
lows naturally upon the one just re- 
ferred to, yet, how much loss of time 
and energy there is for lack of cori- 
centration. It is siiid that President 
Lincoln possessed such power oC con- 
centration that he .could repeat ciuite 
corrcictly a sermon he .had heard' as 
a boy. ■ .-•■■/'■■, ■" 

Even the late Mr. Gladstone!, ■n'ith 
his rnighty intellect, said he. could: 
'not. do : twothtngs at once. Who are 
-the meii; who iiave left their E(2.mes 



achievements? An Edison, a Steph- 
enson, a Watt. It is Gibbon, giviiig 
twen'y years to his "Decline and 
Fall of the Roman Empire," it is 
Webster spending thirty-sijc years 
on his dictiouar}". It is Field cross- 
ing the ocean fifty times to. lay a. 
cable, while the world .rid'cu'ed, 

A Comniissiouer in The Army 
writes, "The General could never 
have brought himself to so coniple'e 
a severance from all his past, if he 
had not settled, once and for all, to 
make soul si'.iving tlie one object of 
his life. When he started out, there 
v.'ere no beckoning hands of welcome 
hi Whitechapel. There was no pros- 
pect of honour , or praise." It was 
the one set purpose which actuated 
him. Tliis "ieads us forward to see 
that the secret of success is the 
power to overcome abstnacts. 

Overcome Difficulties. \ 

If au.vone should ask me what has 
made The Army the influence it Is in 
the world to-day, I should ' answer 
Realising tlie needs of souls, I can- 
not do better than ciuote from what 
our General says of his own early 
experiences on this line, and. I think 
all readers will see what has been 
one of the most potent causes of The 
Generals' success, and this spirit has 
rested in a measure upon all our 
people who have been useful in The 
'Army. The General says of hia 
3'outhfui days: — 

"I do noti believe that the min- 
isters who preached to ms {when I 
could find time to hear them, which 
was seldom for I was generally at 
the , same business myself in some 
back c(nirt or alley) or that the 
leading men v.-hb directed the affairs 
of the Church, carried ii ijt-vden of 
souls or a concern for 'ihe'r iiiier^-'St 
more heavily on their hearts than I, 
a boy of sixteen, did on mine. . , 
While it might seem possible to be 
a servant witliout being a son, it ap- 
peared to me to be utterly inipos- 
silile to be a son without being a 
servant. I never needed either my 
Bible or minlstars, or any special 
movement of the Holy Spirit on my 
heart to press this trutll home upon 
me. It appeared lo me then, and has 
done ever since, and will do, I 
tliink, for evermore, se'f evldenb 
that the religion of Jesus Christ 
could, not be possessed without this 
childlike hunger for the salvation of 
n^en.'' 

He was only sixteen at this time. 
This led Th^ General to the con- 
scious 'qonvlcitipn of the undone con- 
dition of those who die without 
.Christ. Someone has written of 
him: — , ' ;■ ; ; 

"To him there.: was never the 
slightest doubt -that those that dwelt 
in sin and ■without belief in the 
..Divine MissioD and s,acrlflce of 
Christ ■were destined ■ to the most: 
terrib'e of all! conceivable anguisli 
hereafter.- 'Those who .. believed fn 
. the atonemeiit.and repented of thslr 
sins wotild be sayetl. vf lierefore the 
only work worth thinking .or bother- 
ing about was : the ■v^'.orls; of briugijig 
men, to. a knowledge of Christ. ^ LTri--
